The German people have given 
answer—and in a manner more 
emphatic than anticipated. 

“Der Alte’’—the German phrase 
for the 81-year-old Konrad Ade- 
nauer—was expected to win. But | 
“The Old One’’ was believed to | 
be facing the possibility of a | 
coalition government. Many of 
the experts believed he would run 
not quite so well as four years 
ago. 


Great Triumph 

He ran much stronger. His tri- 
umph is vastly greater. It was a 
vote of confidence so emphatic 
that inevitably it will have Soviet 
repercussions. The Russians had 
increasingly intervened in the 
election. They did so blatantly 
and arrogantly. All they did 
seemed to the Germans to prove 


what “Der Alte’’ had been say- 
ing: namely, that the Kremlin 
wanted a Socialist Party victory. 

The German Socialist Party has 
a magnificent history. It is the 
only party to survive from the 
days of the Kaisers. Its leader- 
ship stood up and fought Hitler in 
1932 and 1933. Its leader, the 
fiery Kurt Schumacher, denounced 
Hitler as a swine in 1932. For this 
he spent 15 years in jails and 
concentration camps. He was tor- 
tured, mutilated and starved. He | 
lived through it. and emerged | 
crippled, suffering from tubercu- | 
losis, but with enough courage to | 
stand in 1945 and point a finger 
at the Communists. They were, 
he said, merely Nazis in red 
paint. 

The Socialists were honor bound 
to support their fellow workers in 
the Russian zone who have re- 
mained loyally German. So the 
party had to emphasize unifica- 
tion. To do this they had to pro- 
duce a plan. They offered the 
idea of a European union, guar- 
anteed by both Russia and the 
United States. Once this was ac- 
cepted, Germany would leave 
NATO. 

It had theoretical merit. 

But the Germans reluctantly 
accepted the hard fact that such 
a plan was impossible of nego- 
tiation and that unity is some- 
thing for the distant future. It 
will be possible only when the 
great events of our time have 
worked themselves out far enough 
to. permit uniting East and West 
Germany. 

So the Socialists lost strength. 
The Germans do not trust the 
Russians. 


Best Bet 


The Germans want no war. 
They looked for the best bet for 
security. Adenauer seemed to 


be it. 

The Christian Democratic Un- 
jon candidates rode his coattails 
shamelessly—exactly as Republi- 
can senators and congressmen 
held to Ike’s in 1952 and 1956. 

There was much borrowed from 
the GOP campaign techniques. 
Research methods, such as Madi- 
son Avenue produced for the Re- 
publicans in 1956, concentrated on 
identifying Chanceller Adenauer 
in the minds of the people as the 
kindly protective father who had 
led the country out of chaos and 
economic destruction into the 
prosperity and progress of today. 
The personality cult technique, so 
successfully employed in Presi- 
dent Eisenhower’s behalf, worked 
as well for “Der Alte.” 

Germany is prosperous. There 
is full employment. The German 
mark is, with the Swiss franc, 
‘the strongest currency in Evu- 
rope. This, and not German unity, 
was the major theme. Just as the 
GOP technicians had figured out 
in 1956 what the Americans “hold 
dearest,” so did the Adenauer or- 
ganization do in Germany. It 
worked as well.

Four vears ago the chancellor and 
his Christian Democratic Union Party 
won an absolute majority of one. Alli- 


ance with the right-wing Free Democrats 
and the German Party gave him a work- 
able margin.

DeKalb Railroad Spur 
Was Built on Blunders 


Hurried, night-time construction of 
railroad tracks across proposed rights of 
way for an interstate highway in DeKalb 
County was a public-relations blunder 
which explanations offered so far fail 
to relieve. 

A meeting was held in August to dis- 
cuss the plan to build the spur tracks. 
Among those present were DeKalb Coun- 
ty Commission Chairman Claude Blount, 
State Highway Board Chairman Roy 
Chalker and representatives of the Geor- 
gia Railroad. 

Sometime later

Mr. Blount gave the 
permission to construct the 
tracks. He said the highway department 
hadn't formally approved the plan but 
neither had it objected to it. That being 
the case, it would seem Mr. Blount was 
wrong in exercising the authority. Cer- 
tainly, as eyents have proved, he took 
too much for granted when he “as- 
sumed” the railroad would pay for a 
bridge that eventually would be neces- 
sary. 

As for the failure of the state to veto 
the proposal at the August meeting, Mr. 
Chalker said that “up to now we have had 
no legal rights to tell them what to do.” 

Surely, however, Mr. Chalker and 
the highway department engineers could 
have raised objections stern enough to 
leave no area for doubt on the dangers of 
the railroad project to construction of the 
highway. Indeed, if they had been firm 
enough they probably could have settled 
the matter then and there. Mr. Blount 
has said that “If we had been advised that 
the highway department or the Federal 
Bureau of Roads objected we would not 
have issued the permit.” 

The railroad worked furiously and at 
night to build the spur. The company 
reportedly was moving swiftly to get 
there before the highway department did 
and frankly says it was “competitive.” 
Even so, it was a rush job that makes the 
railroad look bad and which causes peo- 
ple to think politics is a dirty game.

Police Dept. Proposals 


Deserve Sertous Study 


Recommendations by the Institute of 
Public Administration for a larger, bet- 
ter-paid Atlanta Police Department were 
no great surprise. But the fact that the 
recommendations now have been made 
by an outside agency suggests a course 
for the city government and the people 
to follow. 

Certainly the city’s police problems 
have grown with the community. But the 
department has become increasingly 
understaffed and recruiting of new mem- 
bers has been more difficult because of 
low pay scales. It was shocking, for in- 
stance, to learn that no special division 
is devoted to the juvenile delinquency 
problem. 

It is true that the cost will be consid- 
erable. It should be pointed out that the 
initial expense will be followed bv pres- 
sure for. similar upgrading in other city 
jobs. But if Atlantans want better police 
protection and efficient services, they 
must pay for them. This we believe they 
are willing to do and that normal eco- 
nomic growth will provide the revenue. 

Attention should be called to the 
praise the report gives the department for 
maintaining service and morale during 
the recent investigations. “The average 
citizen,” it said, “never knows how much 
he owes to the faithful, cheerful, trust- 


worthy men who do not make the front- 
page of the newspapers but who consti= 


tute the backbone of the police depart- 
mént. They genuinely deserve to be 
called. dedicated.” 

The board of aldermen and the peo- 


ple alike should study this report with 


utmost seriousness. Its proposals sh®@uld 
be put into effect as rapidly as possible. 
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‘Huckleberry Finw and ‘Old Black Joe 
Are Banned Unjustly, Atlantan Contends 


Atlanta—Recently you carried a 
story that the New York school 
system had banned the story of 
“Huckleberry Finn’’ from the list 
of approved textbooks. The reason 
for banning of this publication 
was that ‘“‘some Negroes had 
criticized this particular story as 
racially offensive.’ 

The banning of this publication, 
along with the ruling that songs 
such as “Old Black Joe’’ would 
not be allowed on TV, indicates 
that we are rapidly approaching 
the saturation point of allowing a 
few to govern the masses with 
their thinking. 

History, as we all are aware, 
is a recording of a past era. The 
songs of Stephen Foster along 
with the writings of Mark Twain 
happen to be among the best of 
that era. I feel sure that neither 
the music nor the words were 
written with the thought in mind 
of the authors of being “racially 
offensive,’ but on the contrary 
to depict events as they were. 


The Amos and Andy Show has 
been appearing on TV and the 
radio for a great number of years. 
It is surely accepted in the 
South and has been a program 
of great enjoyment. But on the 
other hand, it could be easily 
placed in the category of those 
“offensive racially” for it por- 
trays the Negro at his humble 
best both in dialogue and char- 
acter. Has there been any criti- 
cism? 

The pros and cons could con- 
tinue for some time. However, 
to me it seems that rules of 
society are in question. To gain 
entrance into society you should 
first of all be humble, not hos- 
tile. There are rules of the game 
you must follow; when seeking 
entrance, you do not dictate to 
those from whom you are seek- 
ing. Are we the society or are 
those who are seeking integra- 
tion the society? 

Have the rules by which we 
have been living—and for which 
our forefathers fought so gallant- 
ly—been the wrong ones?

Court decision in the Jencks case, 
is not at variance with it. What 
it does is to prevent loose inter- 
pretation of the Supreme Court 
ruling by lower courts and estab- 
lish orderly procedures. 


This is in line with the words 
of the Supreme Court which re- 
affirmed the basic principle of 
Anglo-Saxon law that the accused 
is entitled to inspect “relevant 
statements of reports of 
government witnesses. touching 
the subject matter of their testi- 
mony at the trial.’’ 

What made new legislation 
necessary was that the subsequent 
rulings of lower courts went be- 
yond the Jencks decision and 
were having the effect of open- 
ing up FBI files indiscriminately. 

The law now provides: 

That the defense is entitled only 
to those prosecution reports that 
are relevant to the testimony of 
a witness. 

That the prosecutor may show 
the FBI material to the judge in 
secret so he can determine which 
parts are relevant. 

That there will be no disclosure 
of FBI information before a wit- 
ness-has testified. 

The effect of the law is two- 
fold: to guarantee an _historie 
right to the accused but to safe- 
guard the sources and investiga- 
tive methods of the FBI.

‘‘A lot of them just want the $6 a 
dav—that’s mostly it,” he added. 

‘I never miss a week folks don’t 
call to see why they are not called 
for jury duty,” said a court clerk 
in a south Georgia county of 17,- 
500 population. ‘“The first kick 
starts on why they are not in the 
box, then when they are called 
and they find they can’t get off, 
they want to know about the pay. 

“A lot of them say, ‘Well, I just 
can't afford to serve for $6 a day. 
I make more than that.” 

The jury commissioners are 
charged to select from the county 
tax books “upright and intelli- 
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gent” citizens of the county for 
traverse, or trial, jury duty and 
they must select not more than 
two-fifths of the traverse jurors 
as grand jurors. 

Theh grand jurors are supposed 
to be the ‘‘most experienced, in- 
telligent and upright’’ men and 
women of the county. 

An 1873 law attempts to set a 
minimum on how many jurors are 
to be put on the list. It says the 
list ‘“‘shall contain the names of 
not less than two-thirds of the 
upright and intelligent citizens ol 
the county’’ as traverse Jurors. 

“That opens the door to any- 
thing,’”’ commented one judge. 

The most recent change in this 
law is one which specifies that 
Fulton County's lists must include 
between 10,000 and 40,000 trial 
jurors and between 1,000 and 
4,000 grand jurors 

A 1954 grand jury list which 
had 26,201 trial and 4,199 grand 
jurors on it was too small for the 
heavy calendars of Fulton courts. 
So the list which was revised this 
year included 36,200 trial and 3,929 
grand jurors. 

A CROSS SECTION 

A Fulton County judge told a 
jury commission in a charge on 
one occasion that the jury list 
“should be made as representa- 
tive as possible, forming a cross 
section of jurors from the various 
economic strata and political faith 
and distributed uniformly as pos- 
sible over the entire county.” 

That's where the discretion rub 
comes in 

Hiow can a jury commission 
judge whether citizens are fit for 
jury service on the meagéf infor- 
mation included on the tax rolls, 
and from what he may know 
about them? 

A jury commission chairman in 
a large metropolitan county said 
they obtained from the tax rolls 
the citizen’s name, his age, his 
home address, the company where 
he works and the position he 
holds there.

SAUTEED CHICKEN 


Disjoint chicken, Melt 4 table- 
spoons of butter in a frying 
pan. Brown both sides of the 
chicken over medium heat. 
(Mrs. Dickert uses an electric 
frying pan at 360 degrees.) 
Place skin side down. 

Melt 2 chicken bouillon cubes 
in 42 cup water and pour over 
chicken. Salt to taste with plain 
and garlic salt. Sprinkle with 
coarsely ground black pepper. 
Cover and cook at 300 degrees 
for 30 minutes, turn chicken 
and cook for 15 minutes more. 
The chicken should be tender 
and nicely browned. 

The sauce served over the 
chicken is made from the but- 
ter left in the pan plus one 
tablespoon of flour and % cup 
water. For added flavor melt 
another bouillon cube in a lit- 
tle water and add to broth. Just 
before taking from stove add 
1, cup sour cream. If the sauce 
is too thick add water, A thin 
sauce is more desirable. 

Serve chicken hot with broth 
poured over it.

A Boston oral surgeon cautioned 
members of the Fifth District 
Dental Society here Monday night 
on the importance of evaluating 
the patient, the operation and the 
skill of the operators so as to pre- 
vent complications during and 
after tooth extractions. 

Dr. Edward Sleeper, former 
professor at Tufts Graduate School 
of Oral Surgery, Boston, Mass., 
and now a private practitioner, 
spoke to the society on ‘““‘The Man- 
agement of Post Operative Com- 
plications in Oral Surgery.’ The 
meeting was at the Atlanta Elks 
Club. 


Dr. Sleeper stressed that ‘“‘the 
dentist should not go beyond the 
range of his own skill and experi 
ence in attempting operations.”’ 
SPECIAL CARE 

A patient with a history of heart 
disease or other serious illness 
should be given special care be- 
fore an extraction is attempted, 
especially if anaethesia is needed 

“But there is no reason to de- 
prive such persons of needed oral 
surgery if proper care can be 
taken of them,” he said. He in- 
cluded expectant women in this 
category. 

He said the patient should be 
relaxed and, if necessary, should 
be given something to relieve 
tension. 


PSYCHOLOGICAL FEAR

EMPTY CREELS DON’T SPOIL — 
PREACHER’S FISHING TRIPS

I was sitting with Dr. Pierce Harris in his 
car in front of a downtown Atlanta hotel when 
Gov. Marvin Griffin came along. He spotted us

we were on our way to Sinclair Lake, for a 
couple of daylight sessions with the bass. One of 
our main purposes of the trip was to try to learn 
what happens to fish when the lake is 84 degrees 
on top, and none of the schools are in their ac- 
customed haunts or feeding moods. We considered 
that our main problem was to find the fish. 


We spent most of our time searching. We beat 
the lake from the bushes to its channels and 
finally caught a 4-pound bass where two creeks 
had run together before the lake was built. So 
we tried all the similar spots, without results— 
except one. The hooks of the reverend’s spoon 
sank into something that felt like a log. He 
worked with it for a moment, but couldn’t shake 
it loose. I caught his line in my fingers to break 
it, and  whatever-it-was-on-the-end, gave about 
four feet. So I started to haul it in, but it turned 
instead and went the other way, slowly but with 
power that wasn’t meant for an 8-pound line. 


I'd landed a 10-pound channel cat a couple of 
weeks before, but this fish was much heavier. 
Pierce pulled him five feet off the bottom once. 
He turned and went down again, and if they’d 
been hooked together by a logging chain instead 
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of thin monofilament, he’d have _ taken the 
preacher with him. Somewhere on the bottom 
the channel cat—I’m sure that’s what it was— 
stepped around a bush and frayed the line. 


We left our search for bass to catch garfish 
on large spoons.

NEW YORK, Sept. 16—Here are more views 
of the Wall Street experts—the men who make a 
business of following the market and business 
trends.

brought him no closer to knowing 

what the final contract should be. 

Even with all the aces accounted 

for, a slam might prove hopeless 

if North had no high club honor. 

We would have made a cue bid 
of five clubs on the South hand. 
North would show a red ace and 
when we return to five spades, 
he would surely go on to Six, 
knowing he held the key cards 
of the deal. 

West led the ten of hearts, 
which declarer took with the ace 
and then drew trumps. He tried 
the diamond finesse, which went 
to East’s king and the king of 
hearts came back. Declarer 
ruffed and was faced with the 
two-way guess for the queen of 
clubs. Since East had already dis- 
played two kings, declarer de- 
cided to play West for the queen 
of clubs, with a most unfortunate 
ending. 

Declarer could have given him- 
self a better chance for success. 
We would have preferred to draw 
trumps, ruff out dummy’s hearts 
and then play ace and king of 
clubs. With five clubs out, drop- 
ping the doubleton queen, while it 
is not favored by the odds, is by | 
no means a long shot. 

If the queen should fall, there 
is no further problem. If it should 
not, then another club is led. If 
East wins the trick, he must re- 
sign, for he is endplayed. 

If West has the queen of clubs, 
declarer can still try the diamond 
finesse. In this manner he allows 
himself two chances instead of 
one.
